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SLAVE OWNERS WITHIN THE FIRST ASSESSMENT 
DISTRICT OF BURKE COUNTY, GEORGIA, 
IN 1798—A Tax List 


By VIRGINIA GRIFFIN BAILEY 


From 1797 to 1813 citizens of the United States paid a direct tax on 
land, houses and slaves to the Federal government. ‘ 

This new tax, in sharp contrast to the already established indirect taxes, 
such as duties on imports, was heralded in the 4th and 5th Congresses by: 
the pronouncement of the House Ways and: Means Committee that “the 
present revenue system is not sufficiently productive to answer the exi- 
gencies of government”, and that “it is necessary to adopt some measures 
to improve it.’”’ And as has ever befitted the importance of any measure 
designed to part individuals from their money for the common good, it 
was passed following prolonged and heated debate—dire predictions of 
failure (“it will alienate the affections of the people for their government’) 
by its opponents, and staunch defense of its merits by its supporters. 

It cannot be said that the law was ever popular, and it was finally 
amended to death. It did not, however, create the expressed dissatisfaction 
in Georgia that built in its wake in other states where slaves were of pri- 
mary economic consideration, for the simple reason that Georgia, in 1783, 
had enacted a similar local law born of the necessity to replace income 
derived, following the Revolution, from the confiscated property of Loyal- 
ists, which had been exhausted. 

The sum needed in 1797 was $2,000,000. The young country’s budget 
then stood slightly in excess of six millions, and the solons were agreed 
that proposed increased expenditures would place the requirement at eight. 
Their disagreement lay in the means of acquirement. It was estimated 
that the measure, apportioned among the states which had grown in num- 
ber to fifteen, would bring in $1,315,000 on houses, $228,000 on slaves, and 
$457,000 on lands. Estimates were based on the 1790 census. 

Georgia’s quota, calculated according to the number of free persons ex- 
clusive of Indians and including three-fifths of the number of slaves, was 
set at $28,000 for 1797 and $38,814.87 for 1798. For purposes of imple- 
mentation, the states were cut into Divisions of from three to eleven each, 
as indicated by population. Georgia’s twenty-two counties were divided 
into three tax territories. The First Division included the counties of 
Chatham, Bryan, Liberty, McIntosh, Glynn, Camden and Effingham. The 
Second Division was composed of Washington, Montgomery, Screven, 
Burke, Richmond, Jefferson, Warren and Columbia counties. In the Third 
Division were Hancock, Wilkes, Greene, Elbert, Oglethorpe, Jackson and 


Franklin counties. 33 pee 
The law provided for the appointment by Congress of one commissioner rpg Oe 
oe te) 
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within each Division, who was to be a resident “within the same”. The 
commissioner was authorized to divide his division into “suitable and 
convenient” assessment districts, within each of which he was to appoint 
one “respectable freeholder” to be the principal assessor, and a sufficient 
number of assistant assessors to complete the making of the lists of lands, 
of houses above the value of $100, and of slaves between the ages of 12 and 
50 years. A Surveyor of Revenue was to “receive and safely preserve” the 
lists and keep “true and exact’ accounts. 

The few such lists that have survived in Georgia have been of extra- 
ordinary value genealogically speaking, because Georgia census schedules 
prior to 1820 do not exist. This is particularly true of those for counties 
that have had the misfortune of courthouse fires, such as Burke, an original 
county formed in 1777 from the Parish of St. George, created in 1758, 
whose courthouse burned in 1843. The discovery several years ago by 
Mrs. Mary Givens Bryan, Director of the Department of Archives and 
History, of a list of the owners of slaves in the Second Division of Burke 
county on 1 October 1798, was considered a momentous event. The list 
was deposited in the Archives, where it has been of much use to those 
tracing their ancestry to Burke county. 

Recently the county archivist of the Archives Department, Miss Beatrice 
Lang, assorting records in the office of the Clerk of the Superior Court 
of Richmond county, found a similar list for the First Division of Burke 
county. As Richmond county adjoins Burke and is also an original county, 
it is logical to assume that the commissioner for Georgia’s Second Division 
under the 1798 tax law was a resident, and possibly an official of Rich- 
mond county, which would account for the location of his records in the 
courthouse of that county. This seems more credible for the reason that 
the Second Burke Division list was also turned up in the Richmond county 
courthouse. 

This list contains the names of 149 slave owners of Burke county of that 
day, and furnishes positive identification of early residents of the county 
who previously may have been believed to have lived in that area, or whose 
tracks may have been lost at the Burke county line. It has been micro- 
filmed by the Department of Archives and History, Atlanta, where it may 
be seen. An exact copy follows.

It has been reported that Thomas Brinson was the first Brinson of the area which was as early as 1661 
in Princess Anne.

Norris Lisson received 400 acres in Northampton, which is across the Chesapeke Bay from Princess Anne 
for transporting eight people including Robert Brinson and Susanna Milse. 


The date that Robert moved across the Bay is unknown but on 17 Oct 1664, Robert and Thomas sold a 
piece of property that contained 600 acres. 


The will of Francis Aldridge proved 15 Oct 1678 gave a cow to Thomas the sone of Robert Brinson. 
Thomas died about 1676 but it proves the relationship. The will of John Poore proved 15 Oct 1679 


gave “unto Robert Brinson's daughter Susanna." 


No will was found for Robert.

Ocean storms and tidal disturbances causing the shifting of sands have played queer tricks with the 
shore line of Princess Anne. Many, many years ago there used to be a Brinson's Inlet, named for Thomas 
Brinson, the first of the name in the area. This inlet was near Dam Neck. Today, as a water route 

it no longer winds its way to the sea. 


"Ages of Lower Norfolk County People," by Charles F. McIntosh, reported that in 1661 Thomas was 30 
years of age, which would tell us he was born about 1631 and was in this country by 1661. 


Thomas Cannon, Lower Norfolk County in Lynhaven received 250 acres for transportation of five people: 
Thomas Brinson, his wife Joyce, Thomas Jr., John, and Matthew. 


Evidently his wife and Thomas Jr. died before he did, as his will only names John and Matthew. 


It can be found in Deed Book 4, Page 9a, Norfolk County. Now,. Chesapeke Civic Center, Great Bridge, Va.

In "Old Houses in Princess Anne, Virginia,'' by Kellam (Norfolk) there is a picture of John Brinson's 
home given to him by his brother Matthew. Probably as a result of his father's will that gave to 
Matthew, 'my land and all other estate, but when my son John comes of age Matthew is to pay him redy 
down six hundred pounds cash in full for his portion.'' The house was on Fresh (Salt) Pond, now called 
Lake Tecumseh. The house is no longer standing as it was destroyed by a tornado in the early 1940s. 
It was at the very end of Old Dam Neck Road, in what is now Virginia Beach, Va. A search of two 
cemeteries in the area failed to reveal any Brinson grave markers. 


It would appear that John and Eliza had other marriages. In 1723 Eliza recorded a deed leaving 
property to "my children: John Williams, Margret Williams, Elizabeth Williams and Lemuel James." 
In John's will he names four children and "I give unto all ye residue of my children four shillings 
a peace.'' These children are probably John Jr., William, and Thorogood.
